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or hundreds of years man yearned to get his feet off the ground. In the late 1700's, three 
French brothers named Montgolfier filled a huge bag with hot air and watched it float up a 


thousand feet into the air. 


If didn't take long for man to hitch a ride and soon came the race to see who could fly higher, 


longer and further. Balloons became instruments of science, war and sport. 


With the advent of the airplane, the latter use died out. Now, it's experiencing a revival in 


the U.S. 


One of the highlights of the American balloonist's year is the annual Piccard Trophy Hot Air 


Balloon Race held at St. Paul, Minn., in conjunction with their winter carnival. 


Balloohists gather at White Bear Lake, near St. Paul, on the morning of the race to get briefed, 


study wind direction and velocity and select a target about an hour's flying time away which 
they mark with a big X. 


A small prize is given to the first balloonist airborne so there is quite a scramble after the 


starting signal is given to unpack the gear, spread out the balloons and get the gas burners 
going. They inflate the balloons by directing hot air from the burners into them. 


The pilots fly in open gondolas. Altitude is controlled by the amount of heat the pilot puts 


into the balloon during the flight. To land they cut off the heat, open a valve and, finally a 
"rip panel" which deflates the balloon. 


The balloonist landing nearest to the target wins the Piccard Trophy. Navigation, not speed, 


is the determining factor.

WIN AT BRIDGE 


One of the bad features 


about most bridge problems 
is that the situation just nev- 
er seems to arise in actual 
play. Hence it is refreshing to 
be able to present a problem 
where the final contract is 
reached after reasonable bid- 
ding. It is taken from Victor 
Mollo's new book, "The Bridge 
Menagerie" which so far is 
unavailable in this country. 


According to Victor, when 


the hand was played at the 
"Griffins' Club" the contract 
was three no-trump and West 
opened a low spade. 


It is unnecessary to point 


v out that a diamond lead-would- 


almost surely have beaten the 
contract. At the table "The 
Hideous Hog" (a most ob- 
noxious expert) spread his 
hand immediately and an- 
nounced, "I will make this 
against any distribution." 


See if you can figure out 


his plan. Remember you must 
be able to make your contract 
against any combination of 
adverse cards. 


The play is simple as prob- 


lem plays go. You must win 
the first spade with the king, 
lead your spade jack and over- 
take with dummy's ace. Then 
you play out dummy's ten of 
spades and discard your ace 
of diamonds. 


This gives the defense a

NEW YORK—iNEAi—As these words are being written, 


Chester Carlton Gilchrist. entrepeneur, plenipotentiary and 
prospector, is in the clouds high over the Atlantic Ocean on 
a mission to Zambia. 


Zambia, the world's third largest producer of copper, bet- 


ter be ready. 


Cookie Gilchrist, when he's not playing football for the 


Denver Broncos or whatever team happens 
to be employing him at the moment, chases 
schemes. Right now. he's a director of the 
Freedom Mines Exploration Co., which owns 
67 acres in the central African republic, for- 
merly known as Northern Rhodesia. 


"Our land." said Cookie knowledgeabls 


before taking oft. "lias a copper content of 
14.2 per cent." although he was not quite- 
able to explain the significance of that figure 


"We are going over at the invitation of 


Mr. Zulu," he continued. 


Mr. Zulu is a Zambian government repre-

sentative in Washington, D C "We" includes 
Cookie and his partner. Ron Hatcher 
Ron vsa.s a fullback 


like Cookie, who played at Michigan State and briefly 
for 


the Washington Redskins in 1962. 


'This is my tirst trip abroad," said Cookie, who does not 


consider going to Canada very far because he happens to live 
Ju Toronto when the mood strikes. 


The mood struck him in January when the bank in Denver 


which promised him employment as a trainee "to become 
vice president' offered to pay him $75 a week 


"This was very discouraging," said Cookie, whose regular 


salary w i t h the Broncos runs more than $40,000 a year. He 
meant it would barely keep him in tip money.

University of Illinois — who 
synthesized the living material 
for the first time lasl summer 
— makes only a 30th of an 
ounce at a time to work with. 


The material is a copy of the 


genetic heart of a virus, It is 
ribonucleic acid or RNA — the 
part of Ihe virus thai has Ihe 
abilily to recreate itself. RNA is 
found in most types of cells. 


To set Ihe stage for the syn- 


thesis, Dr. Spiegelman prepares 
a broth of nucleic acids that 
make up the virus, plus some 
magnesium salt. Then he adds a 
copy of the virus RNA to act as 
a sort of template — and an en' 
zyme, or chemical helper left 
over from a naturally occuring 
virus. 


The enzyme, which remenv 


bers its job from the virus that 
created it, and the virus copy 
take over from there. In two 
minutes it recreates itself the 
first time, and gets faster and 
faster after thai — as it refines 
the reproduction process.
